Action is maintained. With respect to the challenge of the Official Notice taken by the Examiner, i.e., that a ferromagnetic layer 
consisting essentially of CoFe is known, the Examiner had already cited US Patent to Liao et al which clearly discusses using such a 
film, i.e., CoFe, in magnetic heads (see Abstract, last 3 lines). A spin valve is a known type of magnetic head. It is further noted that th 
claim does not necessarily limit using only CoFe since the language "consists essentially" is broader. The Examiner's position with 
respect to Dieny and Lin is also maintained due to lack of any new evidence provided by Applicant. 
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
